"The undersigned bas the honor to submit
for your consideration tho following statement,
with a view to receive your direction thereon:

"On tho 4tu of September last a letter pur-
porting to be written by one Charles V. Murchl-so- n.

dated at Pomona. Cal.. was pent from that
placo to the British Minister at this capital. In
which the writer solicited nn expression of his
views In regard to certain unsettled dlolomatlo
questions between tho united States and Croat
Britain, stating at the same time that such an
expression was sought by him for the purpose of
determining his vote at the aoproaohiug Presi-
dential election. He stated that he was a nat-
uralized citizen of the United States.ot Kna-lla- hi. birth, bnt that be still considered .England
the mother country, nnd this fact led him to
seekadlco from the British representative In
this country. He further stated thnt the In-
formation he sought was not for blmsolt alone,
bnt to enable him to give certain assurances to
many other persons In tho same situation as
blmsolf. (or the purpose of Influencing and de-
termining their political action as citizens of
the United States of Knglish birth, but who
still regarded their original obligations of alle-
giance as paramount. The letter also con-
tained gross reflections upon the conduct of
this Government In respect to questions now
In controversy and unsettled between the
United States and Great Britain, and both di-
rectly and Indirectly Imputed Insincerity, In
such conduct

"To this letter the British Minister at once
replied from Beverly, Mass., under date of the
13th pt September last. In this reply hestatedthat 'an? political party which openly favors
the mother country at the present moment
would lose popularity, aud that the party inpower Is fully aware of that faet ;' and that Inrespect to tho questions with Canada whlofi
nave been unfortunately reopened since therejection of the lusherlesi treaty by the Repub-
lican majority in the Senate, and by the Presi-dent's massage, to which you allude," all al-
lowances must thorerore be made for theppllt cal situation as regards the Presidentialelootlon.' The Minister thus gave his assentand sanction to the aa porslonsand Imputations
above referred to.

for causes heretofore made known to hor
Majesty's Government his contlnuanco In his
present official position in the Unltod States
was no longer acceptable to this Government,
and would consequently bo dotrlmontal to the
relations between tho two countries. The Sec-

retary at once communicated the President's
docislon to Lord Saokvllle.

Lord Saokvllle not only refused to have any
conversation with the numerous representa-
tives of the press who called upon blm early
this evening, but ho doclinod even to see them.
To each came tho stereotyped answer, through
on attache", that tho deposed Minister had
nothing to say. A gentloman who colled
at the legation, however, and who wan ad-

mitted to the presence of Lord Saokvllle. Is
authority for the statemont that Lord Sack-vlll- e

would talk if he only knew what to say,
but that he 19 totally at a loss to explain his
predicament Hs cannot deny having written
the offensive letter, and that is all that thero Is
to It

SfNATOn VOnOAN'B VIKWS.

But it Saokvllle and Bayard and Lamont re-

fuse to talk, other gentlemen do not, and tho
very few public men left In the city are glad to
tell what they think. Senator Morgan Is
now tho most prominent and repre-
sentative Democrat left In Washington.
He has beon tho representative of the
Administration all through the fisheries
troubles, and haa been posted as to
all the developments In the present contro-
versy. The Senator was sitting In his parlor
this evening preparing to go South
when a Sun reporter called to ask him about
his opinion of the President's action. Senator
Morgan said that he waa not at all surprised,
although The Sum reporter had brought him
the first news of the event.

"On the very first day," be said, "after Mr.
West had written this letter I called upon tho
President and told him that I thought the
British Government should be asked to recall
him. It Is rather unnecessary for me to say
that the President was deeply impressed with
theldea,and was thoroughly disgusted with the
action of the Minister. If has not been moved
by political considerations at all In this mattor,
bnt be felt as I did, that the dignity ot the
country bad been grossly affronted by the ac-

tion of the Minister, and he made up bis mind
to take radical action In any way necessary.

" As for myself," continued Senator Morgan.
" I have had no Intimate acquaintance with
Lord Saokvllle, but I have known him person-
ally In a pleasant, social way. and I am per-

fectly free to, say that I never regarded him as
man possessing tbo qualifications to fit him

for such a high offloe as Minister from Eng-

land to the United States. In writing
his Utter to Murohlson he was either
guilty of great stupidity or of n desire
to injure the Domocratlo party and the Cleve-

land Administration amounting to knavery,
and in whichever way you look at It his course
was equally guilty and Indefensible, The
President took only suoh notion as ho should
have taken and as ho would have taken hod
no eleotion been pending. Tbo President
makes up his mind for himself In these mat-tor- s.

He is a man of strong, common eonse and
great bravery in aotlon.

The Senator then went Into nlengthy history

It England
should choose to leave the mission to Amer-
ica vacant all well and good. "We can
much better afford to leave our country
unrepresented la Loudon than Eniuutd eaa

afford to leavo hor Interests unrepresented
here. The United States is n great country,
nnd can take care of Itself. We will at nil times
uphold our dignity and honor no matter what
offect It has upon other countries. I do not
know what stops England will tako In this
matter, but I am sure every American
citizen will be compelled to admit that
this Administration hns token the only
cotirso open to It. Politics has hnd
nothing whatever to do with It It

IMPOLITIC AND UNWARRANTED, LORD E

Late last night a representative of The Sun
was admitted to the pretence ot Lord Sackvlllo
at the Legation and accorded tho privilege of
a brief Interview on tho subject of his dis-

missal by th'o President. Tho Minister gave no
outward sign ot tho deep chagrin which ho
must feel at tho summary treatment to which
ho has been subjected. Ho was in
evening dress, having dined as usual with
a small party of friends, no wasapparontlyas
unconoernod nnd oasy in his mind as he was
tho day after The Sun advised the President to
recall htm. and when he langhod at all such
"silly suggestions " as The Sun made
In tho most polite and pleasant manner
posstblo tho unfoitunate diplomat said that
whilo It would be manifestly Injudicious nnd.
in fact. Impossible for him to indulge In tho
luxury of a conversation about his personal
feelings in the mattor, and what bis courso
would be, he- - folt justltlod in saying that tho
action of tho President wus, in his opinion, both
Impolitic nnd unwatrauted.

The minlstor also mildly criticised that por-

tion of Secretary Bayard's statement In which
tho Attorney-Gener- is asked tolavostiuato
whether tho writer of tho Murchbrson lotter,
has not violated tho section of tho revised
statutes piohlbltlng a citizen from attempting
to Involve u foreign minister In an Interna-
tional quarrel. According to Look Sackvlllo, tho
present ca-i- is not one where this statue would
anply. there bolng no charge of treason to any
country involved. While converslngonthls point
Lord Sackvlllo did not seem to bo at all
down by the communication that had beon
sent him early In tho day. He had had no more
than six hour to recover from the surprise it
caused him. and. having the benoflt ot forty
years' experience as a diplomat, he easily con-

cealed whatever emotion ho may have folt.
niB rXCALL WAS NOT DEMANDED.

A reporter put the following ques-
tion to Secretary liayurd:

A" Have you ever at any time formallrrequest-e- d

or demanded of the British Government the
recall of Lord Ba kvlllo?"

Tho Socrotary replied: "Xo, no, positively no.
All statements to that effect are absolutely and
unqualifiedly untrue. Wo forwarded to the
British Government, through our representa-
tive at the Court of St. Jamos, all the facts in the
ease. Tho Presldeat waited what he considered
to be a sufficient length ol time bofore ho resolv-
ed upon definite action, and, finding that the
British Government were apparently doing
nothing In tho matter, he decided, In view ot
the emergency, to do what has beon done to-

day."
